San Juan Forts Easily Dismantled by 


American Guns* 


CITY AT THE ADMIRAL'S MERCY 


AWAITING CAPTURE. 


Washington, May 13.—Special—The navy department this 


morning received the following dispatch from Admiral Samp- 
son dated St. Thomas yesterday: 


"A portion of the squadron under my command reached 


San Juan this morning at daybreak. No armed vessels were 
found in port. As soon as it was sufficiently light I com- 
menced an attack upon the batteries defending the city. The 
attack lasted about three hours, and (resulted in much dam- 
.age to the batteries and incidentally to a portion of the city 
adjacent to the batteries. The batteries replied f> our fire, 
tut without material effect. 
One man was killed on board 


the New York and seven slightly wounded in the squadron. 
No serious damage to any of the ships resulted."

The Bombardment. 


St. Thomas, W. I., May ,13,—Special—Sampson's squad- 


ron has San Juan at its mercy. 
The city was effectually 


bombarded yesterday, and;last evening a surrender was 
made. The squadron sailed into the harbor early yesterday 
morning and immediately opened fire Twenty or thirty 
Spanish guns replied, but without effect, and the fleet's sec- 
ond round silenced Morro, fired the town, and drove Span- 
iards from their guns repeatedly. The Spaniards' marksman- 
ship was wretched. 
They hit the New York once, killing 


one man and injuring three. The Iowa was hit once, but it 
did1 no damage except to a marine and two seamen, who were 
only slightly injured. 
There were six terrible collapses in 


the town, as if buildings were falling. 
The bombardment 


lasted three hours. 
No attempt was made to take the town 


or destroy, it. The fleet is now waiting for the Cape Verde 
fleet. There were no armed vessels in port when the bom- 
bardment began. 


At the last accounts, thejcity itself had not surrendered, 


though Admiral Sampson had it completely at his mercy. It 
has been deserted by the merchants and non combatants, but 
Gov. Macias stuck to his post, giving orders and asserting 
th-xt he would die before he would turrender. 
His daughter, 


Pauline, the belle of San Juan, remained by his side. 


Every one in St. Thomas believes that San Juan has fallen 


and that Sampson has won a bloodless victory, his nine ships 
escaping without injury. 


Admiral Sampson's statement that he attacked with only a 


portion of his fleet is taken to indicate that he did not find it 
expedient to take the entire sqnadron into the harbor, though 
it is not believed he has separated his fleet. 


Oregon in Danger. 


. Washington, May 13—Special—The arrival of the Spanish 
Cape Verde squadron at Martinique, the French possession 
in the West Indies, places the battleship Oregon and her 
consort, the gunboi.t Marietta again in danger. 
When last 


heard from the Oregon was at Bahia, Brazil. 
She has prob- 


ably left there and is now sailing north to join Sampson's 
squadron. 
If this surmise is'well founded, she could easily 


be intercepted by the Spanish 
fleet.
